doctors are injecting tetanus antitonin 
in an effort to save hia life. 

Mr.^ Purdy was bitten by a horae a 
month ago while endeavoring to fasten 
a bridle. The horse sunk his teeth into 
the right hand and Mr. Purdy raced to 
the house for a piece of bandage. No 
physician was called ot that time. 

A week ago Mr. Purdy became criti- 
cally ill, he could not eat and for the 
past few days he could not swallow. 

Dr. Knight was summoned and 5,000 
units of tetanus antitoxin were injected 
at the base of the spine. 

Mr. Purdy is one of Waukegan's 
beat known dairymen. He is a weal- 
thy farm holder and has made Wauke 
gan his place of residence for the past 
nineteen years. ' 

Tetanus is a painful and usually a 
fatal disease, resulting generally from 
a wound, and having as its principal 
system persistent spasm of the volun- 
tary . muscles. When the muscles of 
^*^e l(^cr jaw is affected it is called 
locIf:J»w and it takes various names 
from the various incurvations of the 
body resulting from the spasm.

The man suffered the agony of a life 
time as he saw his ftancee disappear 
beneath 'the water with a look of npr 
peal to him and while he waited for 
her to reappear she never came up 
from the bottom of the deep lake and 
Gleason was powerless to render the 
alightest-aid. 

Gleason is a cashier of the Chicago 
Municipal Court and lives at 35*13 J^ex- 
ington street in that city. The two 
had been engaged more than a year 
and were- on a week end visit to rela 
tivesof Mr. Gleason at Green's Hotel, 
Wauconda. 

They had started on a fishing trip 
early in the day, during which there 
had been more talking than fishing.. 
Their last anchorage was 150 yards off 
the main landing and from time to time 
they waved greetings to friends a^ong 
the shore. 

Lunch time was opproaching and 
Gleason went into the bow of the flat- i 
bottoned craft to pull in the anchor. It| 
appeared to be caught and he leantd' 
far over to give it a good tug, 

"Don't work so hard," laughed'the 
girl, who was seated upon a cracker 
box in the stern. "I'm going to wash 
my hands." She leaned over upon the 
s"ilme sjde where Gleason was pulling at 
the anchor and the boat overturned, 
Gleason heard a scream as he. was 
thrown headlong into the water. With 
two strong strokes he reached the sur- 
face but could not see any trace of his 
sweetheart. 

He seized hold of the overturned 
boat and worked his way to the stenrn, 
anxiously awaiting the appearance of 
the girl. 

Tho accident had been witnessed by 
several persons on the shore and a boat 
quickly arrived to rescue Gleason while 
several swimmers attempted to locate 
the girl's body.

The death of Altmaierr,, who was 
driving his car and alone, -happened 
near the- spot where James Reddick, 
public administrator of Cook county, 
was killed while returning with a 
party to Chicago from Libectyville in 
1907. Reddick at that ^tinie was chair- 
man of the Republic county central 
committee. 

Farmers "living near the spot where 
the accident happened hurried to the 
scene and righted the machine. The 
accident seems unexplalnable. The 
road bed at that place is said to be hard 
and. level. Altmaier was on his way to 
Ookwood Stock Farm, two miles from 
Half Day and about one mile from 
where the accident took. place. He had 
dined at the hotel at Half Day leaving 
there twenty minutes l)efore he was 
killed. 

Relatives of the victim, left for Lib- 
ertyville immediately after being noti- 
fied of the accident A son^, Frank C. 
Altmaier, Jr., is with the First Regi- 
ment L N. G., at the Springfield en- 
campment, and could not bo reached. 
Mr. Altmaier was forty-five yeai's old 
and resided with his wife and two chil- 
dren at 931 Laurel avenue, Austin. 
The body was taken to Libertyville. 

An unidentified woman who after- 
ward disappeared, gave the alarm ot 
the accident at a nearby farmhouse, 
and William Edwards a farmer and 
some farm hands recovered the body. 
The woman's appearance was such 
that it was not believed she was in the 
wrecked car. Coroner Taylor of LiD- 
ertyville was notified of the accident 

Farmers near the scene assert that 
two automobiles followed that of Alt- 
maier, but both apparently missed the 
wrecked car in the dark.

the cheek. by a mosquito. The bite 
seemed to poison the face of the child 
and the mother cared for it tenderly, 
bathing the sting with an antiseptic 
solution several times a day. 

A few days ago the mother also was 
bitten'by a mosquito, the sting being 
infiicted on her forehead. She did not 
think much of the matter and paid little 
attention to it other than to attempt 
to allay the itching by scratching. 

In 80 doing see is believed to have 
infected the bite on her forehead either 
with her finger nails or with the poison 
that developed from the sting her child 
had received for the blotch on her fore- 
head became worse rapidly. At first it 
developed into erysipelas. This soon 
turned into blood poison, finally affect- 
ing her brain. 

Dr. Billmeyer of Zion City, was 
summoned and he did all in. his power 
for the woman- Dr. Foley of Wauke- 
gan' also was called in but neither phy- 
sician was able to save the young wo- 
man's life. The death is one of the 
most unusual and saddest that has tak- 
en place in the county in a long time. 

Besides her husband she leaves two 
small Bhiidren and her parents. Funeral 
was held at the Russell church at 11 
o'clock with interment in the Mount 
Rest cemetery at Rosecrans.

Carthy, former attornoy general of 
jrew Jersey, was presented as tho at- 
torney. Chairman Overman said tho 
committee would decide Inter whether 
McCarthy nhould have the general 
privileges of an attorney for the asso- 
ciation. ' \. ;■ ;■■}■ 

Mulhall Identincd more letters show- 
luG his relations with Marshall Gush- 
ing, secretary of tho National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers. Ho testified ho 
had an understanding with Cushlns 
that he was to'recelve 5100 a week 
and MO a week for expenses for "gen- 
oral field work and lobby work In 
Washington. 

' Mulhall testified further of how he 
worked to defeat the late Senator Mc- 
Coaias of Maryland, although ho posed 
as the senator's friend. He said ho 
had received 500 letters from ^Gushing 
directed against McComas. 

"I turned them over to Carl M. 
Downs, secretary to McGomas," he 
added. 

"Do you mean you delivered these 
letters against McComas to his sec- 
.retary?" demanded Senator tleed. 
"Carl M. Downs was In the pay of 
Cushing." replied the witness, who 
went on to explain that he quarreled 
■with Cushing because he was "buying 
out" the secretary of a senator. 

A letter to Senator Foraker, Septem- 
ber 0, 1901, referred to a suggestion 
that Mulhall go to Rhode Island to 
help Senator Aldrlch lu his campaign. 
Ue testified he went later at the re- 
quest of Aldrieh. 

■ Washington, July 14.— Gol. Martin 
M. Mulhall appeared heforo the lobby 
Investigating committee of the XMl- 
ted States senate during a special 
night session on Friday and gave 
that body part of bta confea- 
Blon. 

.ilulhall took the stand and sub- 
Fcribed to the oath with a smile. 
Senator Reed, designated by Chair- 
man Overman to examine the wit- 
rLftflrsToegah 'by placing In evidence oC 
-'"■Bt of the ofilcers of tho National 
Association of Manufacturers In 1907 
, and a list of the momberB of the as- 
Bociatlon. Mulhall said he was born 
In IS50 and had lived in Baltimore 
more than thirteen years. Ho said 
bdore he went with the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers he was 
"principally In politics," and was con- 
nected with the Republican Dfltlonal 
committee. 

"I refused a bribe of J5.000 and a 
life position in the naval service In 
3S92." said Mulhall. "That year I 
had charge of the Hepubllcan cam- 
paign In Albany and Ronsaelaor coun- 
ties. Now York. Previous to that I 
had charge of William McKlnloy'a 
gubernatorial campaign In Ohio.** 

The witness said ho first became 
Interested In the National ABsocla- 
tion of Manufacturers In 1902, when 
.;, ha met Marshall Cushing, Its sc'cre- 
■ - tary. in a Washington hotel. Senator 
Reed asked him about his relations 
' wUh labor. He said tho lato Senator 
Quay of Pennsylvania Bent him to 
confer with, John Mitchell, during the 
anthracite strike In tho Pennaylvnnia 
fields In 1902 to got the "Inside story." 
During that time Mulhall said he ar- 
ranged for a conference between Gov- 
ernor Stone of Pennsylvania and 
three labor leaders. Tho first Mulhall 
letter Introduced was addressed to 
Mitchell In February. 1902. relating to 
these meetings. A letter of March 
18. 1002, from Mulhall to Mitchell de- 
clared that tho leaders of the Repub- 
lican organization could do more for 
the miners' union "than any arbitra- 
tion board In existence *' 

A letter dated May 17. 3902. from 
Mulhall to Mitchell told of a confer- 
ence between Mulhall and Governor 
Stone at which Stone expressed Bym- 
Iiathy with the miners.

LOSS PLACED AT $1,000,000 



Los Angeles, Cal., July l.^.— Twelve 
persons wore killed and about Hfty 
were Injured Sunday night when a 
Paclllc electric Interurban train ran 
Into another on<^ at Vineyard station. 
a Junction on the outskirts of Los An- 
geles. 

Several th,'ee-car trains on the Pa- 
clllc Electric llne» en route to Los An- 
geles from Venice and Ocean Park, 
were stalled at tho Vineyard switch 
by a broken trolley wire. There were 
no lights, and apparently a flagman 
had not been sent out Without warn- 
ing another three-car train from Ven- 
ice swept around tho curve and 
crashed Into the last train at forty 
miles an hour. 

Tho last two cars In the rear train 
stalled on tho line were completely 
telescoped by the fast-moving train, 
which plunged through the coaches, 
loaded to the doors with holiday seek- 
ers. There were approximately one 
thousand people on tho trains In- 
volved In tho accident Many were 
killed outright and others died before 
they could bo removed from the de- 
bris. 

Newark, 0., July 15.— Six persons 
were killed and 18 were Injured, sev- 
eral probably fatally, when a Balti- 
more & Ohio passenger train from 
Wheeling. W. Va., to Chicago, crashea 
Into a street car at a Cambridge (O.) 
grade crossing on Sunday. A storm 
sweeping through this section of Ohio 
carried down tho telephone wires. 

Los Angeles. Cal.. July 15.— Twelve 
persons were killed and about fifty 
were Injured Sunday night when a 
Pacific electric interurban train ran 
Into another one at Vineyard station, 
a Junction on the outskirts of I^os 
Angelec. It Is feared that at least 20 
more will be added to tho death list 
The crash occurred In a cut at tho 
junction of the Santa Monica and 
Venice lines on the edge of the city.

Tho nro started In tho south end of 
the yards, near tho Michigan Central 
railroad. Tho flte company of Michi- 
gan City responded at once. It was 
handicapped by too few men, inade- 
quate apparatus and the fact that there 
were few hydrants in the vicinity of 
the Are. The flames spread quickly to 
the north. 

Before the arrival of the Chicago 
companies hundreds of volunteers car- 
ried lumber from the unburned parts 
of tho yard to a distance of safety. 

The Haskell & Barker Car company 
Is owned by Miss Katherlno Barker, 
tho property being held In trust by the 
First Title Trust company of Chicago. 
It Is one of tho largest concerns of its 
kind In tho world and Is situated on 
the east outskirts of Michigan City, 
east of the Michigan Central tracks. 
The sand dunes surround It on the 
/est and north. The loss Is fully cov- 
ered by Insurance. 

At 1:30 o'clock Sunday morning tho 
flre was under control. The great 
danger !s that the wind may spring up 
and carry the flames to the plant of 
the Midland Chair company. 



Aggregate In the Leading Grains 
Placed at 4,929,p00,00d Bushels- 
Corn Acreage Less.' 

Washington, July 11.— The govern- 
ment crop report for July Issued 
Thursday indicates bountiful crops of 
all the cereals, but tho total produc- 
tion this year wIU be far below tl^o 
grand total for last year, when there 
were record yields of nearly all tho 
leading grains. 

The total yield of the leading cereals 
Is placed at 4,929,000,000 bushels, com- 
pared with 5,501,000,00 bushels a year 
ago. 

Tho big loss compared with a year 
ago Is In oats, which promise a yield 
of l.Oai.OOO.OOO bushele, against 1,418,- 
000,000 bushels a year ago. Corn Is 
short 154,000.000 bushels and the total 
wheat crop is 29,000,000 bushels lesw 
than last year. Barley Is 59,000,000 
bushels less than a year ago at 165,- 
000.000 bushels. 

Spring wheat promises to yield 112,- 
000.000 bushels less than a year ago, 
with an Indicated crop of 218,000,000 
bushels. Winter wheat will be 82.000.- 

000 bushels heavier at 482,000.000 
bushels, the total wheat crop being 
701.000,000 bushels, compared with 
730.000,000 bushels as finally estimated 
in 1912. 

Tho flrst report on corn for the sea- 
son shon-s a high condition, 30. 9, but 
tho acreage Is smaller than last year 
at 100,884,000 acres. 

Last year tho corn acreage was 108,- 
110.000 acres and tho condition July 

1 was 81.5. The crop promise on that 
date was for no larger crop than at 
present, althpugh tho flnal estimate 
of tho crop was 3,125,000,000 bushels, 
while the report issued suggeets a 
harvest of 2-,971,000,000 bushels, 'or 
154.000,000 buBhcls less than in 1912. 



Wilson Signs Measure Creating Three 

More Members to. Body That 

Will Endeavor to Settle 

Disputes, 



Washington, July IC— Tho Now- 
lands bill to amend tho Eidman act 
was passed by tho house and senate 
Tuesday. Tho president signed tho bill 
a few hours Inter. 

Tho railroad and labor roproaonta- 
tlvos thereupon promised to submit 
their contentions to arbitration, and 
there will bo no strike of tho trainmen 
of tho eastern roads, at least until aft- 
er such arbitration has taken place. 

President Wilson characterized the 
conference as "simple and satisfac- 
tory." 

••noth parties wore willing to end 
their differences under the Newlanda 
amendment to tho Erdmnn act, If this 
amendment could bo passed," said the 
president. "Tho railroads folt that 
three arbltratorfl, as provided by the 
'original Erdman act, were not a euf- 
flclent number to deal with the ques- 
tion, and the Newlands amendment 
will Increase the board to six. 

"Tho railroad rcpresonlatlvcs also 
desired an Independent board of arbi- 
tration, which Is provided by tho New- 
lands bill. It Is expected that tho 
measure will be possed by both houses 
ond signed by me by nightfall. This. 
1 hope, will put an end to the differ- 
encea between .the railroads and tjio 
employes, and both sides wilt bo able 
by arbitration to settle nil -their dif- 
ferences amicably." 

President Wilson spent practically 
all of his time before tho conference 
going through a mass of documents on 
the subject, and went to meet the.oth- 
orB with the belief that there were no 
serious obstacles to bo overcome, al- 
though he felt that tho queatldri of the 
coihpoaltlon of the board of arbitration 
— the principal point at Issuer-was 
most important. 

It was explained that th© roads' 
chief objection to Erdman act arbitra- 
tion was that too much responsibility 
rested upon a single man — tho third or 
neutral arbitrator.

Accordlnt to Dr. Neser of the 
Preaden forestry achool, thla ant not 
only cuts leavet and gathers seeds, 
but actually makes bread or blscultl 
rhe Boede are first sprouted, then car- 
ried into the aun and dried, then 
taken back to tb* underground cham- 
pers, -where they are chewed Into a 
Idough. The do«gh Is then Anally 
knade Into thin cakes, which are baked 
pn the sun, ihen carefully stored for 
tfntnro use.

Long-winded Gorman names are 
something of a trial to the world at 
large, but tho Germans themselves ap- 
pear to have found the remedy, eays 
the Scientific American, In 1909 an 
International aeronautical exposition 
was organized at Frankforton-tho- 
Maln. Its full name In German was 
"Internationale Luftschlffalirt-Ausatel- 
lung." After being abbreblatod to "I. 
L. A.," this ultimately became "Ua;" 
and as tho "Ila" the exposition has 
since been universally known. In like 
manner tho "Allgemelne Luflfahrtzeug- 
Ausstollung" held last year In Berlin 
was known ao tho "Ala;" and now wo 
hear of tho "Damnu," which, to the 
busy man, Is a happy substitute for 
"Deutscho AusBchuss fur den mathc- 
matischen und naturwlBsenschaft- 
llchon Unterricht." "Imuk," which sig- 
nifies Internationale mathematlscho 
Untorrlchts-kommisBlon and "Dateoh," 
a condensation of E>eutscho AusschusB 
fur technische Schulen. 

Of course, this method of syncopa- 
tion has Its limits! since many combi- 
nations of initials are unpronouncable, 
while others might bo too grotoeque 
to bo palatable.

This Is tho na- 
tional plant, nnd soma have Insisted 
that the very word Mexico was dorlvod 
from the word mez-tll, which moans 
maguey. 

Tho Mexicans do well to bo grate- 
ful to this product of their country, 
says the Ave Maria, for It Is food and 
drink, I1.0UB0 and raiment to tho Mex- 
ican. Its other namo Is agave, or 
century plant, from the popular fal- 
lacy that It blooms only onco a cen- 
tury, whercoa It really blosBoma every 
eight years. 

The stalk of tho blossoms roaches 
to the height of 25 foot and looks Uko 
a giant candlestick, for It oarries often 
as many as several thousano' blooms. 
Many fields of maguey miles in length 
are to bo found In Mexico, and there 
Is scarcely d bit of tho plant which 
cannot bo used In some manner. 



Bananas From Brazil. 
Brazil, encouraged by the great 
northern domand for bananas, Is go- 
ing to enter upon tho cultivation of 
that fruit in a largo way. An,Amo^ 
lean company haa been organized to 
operate In the state of Parana*. From 
day to day the lands of the valleys of 
tho Cubatao and Cubataozlnho rivers 
aro being* transformed Into banana 
plantations of groat extent. Tho 
American company will sell portions 
of this land and distribute banana cut- 
tlngB to agriculturists who will de- 
velop their plantations with, full assur- 
ance of the ready transportation of 
thoir product. Tho company will buy 
or charter special veasela la sufllclent 
quantity to transport this fruit 

Queen Wllholmlna and the Council, 
The luiorimtlonal council of women 
recently convened at Tho Hague was 
somewhat dlaappolntod In not receiv- 
ing d meaaago of greeting from Queen 
Wllhelmlua. The royal lady, who was 
at her country palace.

VALUE OF BREAD AS FOOD 

Yotks of EoQt Added to Oatmeal liv 

crease Its Nutritive Worth, Says 

Health and Longevity. 

No other foodstufT UBed by man Is 
more aatlafying than bread when ta- 
ken with other articles of diet, and 
many of tho latter gain thereby In nu- 
tritive value and power of aaslmlla- 
tlon, as, for Instance, milk. By sim- 
ply drying tho ellcea of bread, thua 
making "toast," broad can bo more 
readily digested. It Ib also more eas- 
ily raaatlcatod, and for this reason 
somowhat stale broad Is to bo pre- 
ferred to that freshly baked. 

Of the various flours made of cer- 
eals, wheat flour Is tho most used. 
The finer the flour Is ground, especial, 
ly wheat flour, tho more of the nutri- 
tive substances are lost, and wheat 
bread Is poorly absorbed. Rye flour, 
when It contains bran. Is very badly 
assimilated. Oata are even more poor- 
ly taken up. When oats are to bo 
uded It Is best to eat^tho products 
manufactured especially with a view 
to tho digestibility. In my esttrajitlon, 
says a writer In Health and Longe- 
vity, puree of oatmeal with two yolka 
forms a very healthful food, In which 
the eggs not only greatly Improve 
the taste, but also Increase tho nutri- 
tive value. Very valuable prepara- 
tions for cbildrcn'B use can bo made 
with oatmeal when taken with milk.
